Claim Reiections-35 U.S.C. SlOl 

The Examiner asserts claim 1, 4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because the 
claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process. Applicants traverse the rejection.
